The group stared at it helplessly, while the Old Timer 
twisted his handlebars and grinned.

A united howl of protest went up from the gang, and 
the Old Timer grinned again.

Stamp News This Week 


Frank Buchanan of Lima, Ohio, 
writes that he went into a 5 and 10 
and inquired of the girl for a_ pack 
of stamp hinges. She said “Hard- 
ware Counter’. Frank explained to 
her what stamp hinges were and she 
told him to look around and see if he 
could find them. Frank says “I have 
read of them that dumb, but that is 
the first one I ever met.” 


George Pettit of Waterport, N. Y., 
sends a newspaper clipping which tells 
of an air mail shipment that weighed 
66% pounds and carried postage 
amounting to $132.03. The postoffice 
had nothing larger than 50c stamps 
and it took 20 minutes to stick the 
stamps on the parcel. 


In the March 10 auction catalogue 
of Y. Souren Company of New York, 
we find besides 1024 lots of stamps 
offered for sale, two additional lots 
or rather houses and lots. Both of 
these auction lots consist of a house 
and lot, and instead of auctioning 
them off for a money bid, both lots 
are offered for collections of stamps. 


Mr. P. Fulkerson, Macon, Ga., re- 
ports a variety in the perforated Byrd 
Stamp. A stamp showing a break in 
the line of the box enclosing the word 
cents.

Alfred S. Leache of Cleveland 
thinks he has one of the most unique 
Washington Bi-Centennial covers in 
existence and we believe “Al” has 
just reason for this belief. . 

The cover came to him from a friend 
who was making a trip around the 
world. It so happened that this party 
was aboard the U. S. S. Garfield on 
the day that the Bi-Centennial stamps 
were issued. A complete set of the 
stamps was purchased, along with a 
2c Bi-Cent. envelope and all the 
stamps placed on the envelope. The 
letter was then posted on board the 
ship. The cover was cancelled with 
four beautiful and clear “Sea Post” 
cancellations and then at Hong Kong 
it was transferred to a home bound 
ship where it got a Hong Kong Can- 
cellation. 

And we can agree with Alfred that 
that is some cover.

Farley Announces The 
Maryland Stamp 


Announcement of the details of the 
three-cent Maryland Tercentenary 
commemorative postage stamp and the 
place of the first day sale was made 
March 1, by Postmaster General 
James A. Farley. 

The new stamp which is approxi- 
mately one inch by seven-eighths of 
an inch in size, has as its central 
design the two ships which brought 
the first settlers to Maryiand Shores 
from England in 1634, The Ark and 
The Dove. Across the top of the 
stamp are the words, “Maryland Ter- 
centenary.” In the upper left cor- 
ner are the figures “1634” while in the 
opposite corner appear the figures 
“1934”. At the left of the stamp is 
the inscription, “The Ark and the 
Dove”, while in the background to the 
right is the Maryland Coat of Arms. 
The words, “U. S. Postage three 
cents” appear across the lower bor- 
der of the stamp, while in both lower 
corners is the figure “3”. The color 
of the new stamp has not yet been 
decided upon. 

The new Maryland Tercentenary 
Stamp which is being issued in com- 
memoration of the 300th anniversary 
of the founding of the State of Mary- 
land, will be placed on sale at St. 
Marys City, a fourth-class post office 
in St. Marys County, on Friday, 
March 23, and it will be placed on sale 
at post offices throughout the country 
the following day. 

It was in November, 1633, that the 
Ark and the Dove set sail from Cowes, 
Isle of Wight, England, carrying two 
hundred colonists under the guidance 
of Leonard Calvert. Landing on St. 
Clement’s Island in the Potomac, now 
known as Blakistone Island, the col- 
onists soon made their way to the 
mainland and it was at St. Marys City, 
where the new stamp will go on first 
day sale, that they made their first 
permanent landing.

do, others do not and still others will 
not knowingly sell a stamp so treated. 
We say “knowingly” because many 
dealers are fooled or do not have the 
time to examine each stamp closely. 
We do not see any difference between 
reperforating one ‘edge of a stamp and 
reperforating two edges of an imper- 
forate stamp and thus making a 
searce coil. The principle is the same 
— making something appear to be 
what it is not. Yet one is often led 
to buy a reperforated stamp at full 
price when such a stamp is worth only 
the value of a straight edge. 

Fortunately, there is an almost cer- 
tain way of detecting a stamp that 
has been reperforated. Usually a na- 
tural straight edge has a color line 
along the edge. When this is reper- 
forated the color still shows on the 
teeth. Now, if we know where per- 
forations and color lines should or 
should not appear we can tell whether 
a stamp has been reperforated or not. 
This week we will review 20th Cen- 
tury commemoratives. Other issues 
will be taken up later. Always be 
suspicious of a stamp which appears 
to be cut along the top of the perfo- 
rations and not torn apart from an- 
other stamp. 

Pan American Issue:—Perforations 
and color line on either side but never 
on top and bottom. 

Louisiana Purchase :—Perforations 
and color line on top and bottom but 
never on either side. 

Jamestown Issue: Perforations 
and color line on either side but never 
on top and bottom. 

Norse American and Byrd: — No 
straight edges so color and perfora- 
tion anywhere is natural. 

Yorktown and Clark:—Perforations 
and color line on top or bottom but 
never on sides except in case of fully 
perforated Yorktowns. All other 
commemoratives of the 20th Century 
never appear with color line and per- 
forations on sides, top or bottom. 

The new Presidential issue is pro- 
gressing but the chances are that the 
whole series will not be issued at one 
time. Values will come out a few at 
a time. The pocketbook will appre- 
ciate this and we can be thankful the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving is 
pretty busy working overtime on rev- 
enue stamps repeal has made neces- 
sary.

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State Federations of 
Stamp Clubs 


There are already numerous Fed- 
erations of Stamp Clubs either based 
on a State as a Unit or on definite 
geographical localities. Out in Cali- 
fornia where the greatest number of 
clubs are in the southern part of the 
state, there is a Southern California 
Federation. Wisconsin has a State 
Federation. Long Island Stamp Clubs 
have just formed a Federation with 
eight clubs to start with. 

Linn’s Weekly has always favored 
such an organization but believes that 
the most good can be done by organ- 
izing in state or locality groups, after 
which these groups can be brought 
into a National Federation. 

Federation talk in Chicago covers 
the Central States as a group, but 
what could stamp clubs here in Ohio 
gain by belonging to such a Federa- 
tion. Collectors in Ohio, if they be- 
come part of a Federation of Clubs 
certainly should wish to have an op- 
portunity to be active in the Federa- 
tion for Ohio Stamp Clubs have an 
enviable record for managing their 
own affairs in a way that makes visi- 
tors glad they attended the meetings.

News, believes that a State Federa- 
tion is the proper way to organize 
and he will be glad to hear from all 
Nebraska Club Secretaries with a view 
to organizing Nebraska.

land Tercentenary Stamp which is 
being issued in commemoration of the 
300th anniversary of the founding of 
the State of Maryland, will be placed 
on sale at St. Mary’s ‘City, a fourth- 
class post office in St. Mary’s County, 
on Friday, March 23, and it will be 
placed on sale at post offices through- 
out the country on the following day.’ 

Note that St. Mary’s City is the 
only place mentioned for first day 
sale. We hope that this announce- 
ment means just what it says. We 
know that the Postmaster General will 
be besieged by many other cities in 
Maryland asking for First Day Sale 
of the stamp. We believe that stamp 
collectors throughout the whole Uni- 
ted States are entitled to some con- 
sideration in this matter and that even 
though Marylanders may set up a 
demand from many different towns, 
that the Postmaster General will be 
doing a favor for all stamp collec- 
tors by standing firmly by the above 
announcement and holding the sale of 
this stamp for first day issue, to the 
single city which has already been 
named. 

It would be a very fine plan if the 
Post Office Department would make 
it a set and fast rule to name but 
one town for first day sale in all 
new stamp issues. Collectors would 
have far less reason to object to such 
issues. 

When the Kosciuszko stamp was is- 
sued, several towns were named for 
first day issue. Due to demand from 
many other sources, more towns were 
added to this list and some at a date 
so late that collectors had no oppor- 
tunity to arrange for covers from such 


towns. This is unfair, it should not 
be done. Any addition of other towns 
at later dates causes an_ endless 


amount of confusion, expense and 
trouble for the collector. Surely they 
are entitled to some consideration and 
the adoption of a rule to name but 
one city for First Day Issue would 
me a very desirable plan and one that 
would meet with approval from stamp 
collectors everywhere.
